Their deeds were such that no 
white man able to handle a weapon 
could stay the passion of revenge. 
General Forsyth, who was then a colo­ 
nel, was ou staff duty at Fort Wallace 
and hud no followers, but In the ex­ 
citement of the hour drumme 1 up fifty 
unemployed 
scouts,

and 
equipped in their own v 11 ' fashion, 
and placed himsoif «rd men under 
military orders. 
The second in com­ 
mand was Lieutenant F. H. Beecher. 
The command started for the scene 
of the most recent depredation.* report­ 
ed at Fort W allace and '■’ruck a trail 
on a branch of T'o>, ' Mem river on 
Sept. 14. Thor followed the trail two 
days without seeing a redskin, but evi­ 
dences pointed to their presence in the 
vicinity.

"Leslie M. Shaw leav es the chair that 
be has sat in twice week ly for nearly 
fiv e y ears at the President’s Rou nd 
Table he will be missed. Mr. Shaw is 
a companionable man. It isn't one of 
the things hidden u nder a 
bu shel 
tha t the treasu ry chief lightens the 
sometimes deadly du ll rou tine 
of 
state affairs with the snap of his wit. 
It is nothing flippant or ev en grating 
to those of his cabinet fellows giv en 
to mental staidness. Mr. Shaw, can 
point a lesson with a story . Statecraft 
ex pressions necessarily are 
seriou s, 
bu t they are not necessarily heav y . 
Secretary Shaw will be missed ou t­ 
side the door of the cabinet chamber, 
where almost inv ariably he stops in 
the going 
or coming 
to say a word or 
two to those 
who don’t sit in 
the of­ 
ficial sessions. 
Some one has said 
that Mr. Shaw is a “jollier.” This is 
an absu rd word. It carries with it the 
su ggestion of a stu died attem pt to be 
agreeable by the say ing of things to 
m ak e the other man feel 
content 
with himself. Those who k new the 
secretary of the treasu ry in his boy ­ 
hood say that he was the same then 
in this “jolly ing” respect that he is 
today . This settles the qu estion of the 
sincerity of Mr. Shaw. Cou ntry boy s 
are natu ral. They can’t help it. 
Mr. Shaw has told Mr. Roosev elt 
a thou sand and one stories, not stor­ 
ies of state, bu t stories of hu man in­ 
terest, and the president has retorted 
in part in k ind, hu t only in part, for 


tu tion. He has been praised and criti­ 
cised, bu t the criticisms hav e been 
blank eted by the praises. It is said 
that the secretary will tu rn ov er his 
office to the incoming secretary , Mr. 
Cortely ou , with a perfectly proper 
and thorou ghly modest sense of sat­ 
isfaction in a work well done. It is 
also said that Mr. Shaw will tak e of­ 
fice with a hu ge financial institu tion 
in New York . 
If he does, he will 
work for some y ears and retire lik e 
the rest of men who don’t die in the 
harness, and then in the day of his 
resting he will look hack on his pu b­ 
lic career with a v iew of selecting, if 
he can, the particu lar work in which 
he can tak e the greater degree 
of 
pride. 
He will weigh his work as the dt- 
rector of the great metropolitan fin­ 
ancial institu tion. He wlil go throu gh 
month by month and deed by deed his 
term as secretary of the treasu ry . He 
will read the record of the y ears that 
he was gov ernor of Iowa. 
He will 
gau ge the good that he did and tried 
to do as a Su nday school su perinten­ 
dent, and then his mind will get back 
to the time when, as little more than 
a boy , he drov e throu gh the treeless 
prairie cou ntry and sold to the Iowa 
farmers the hu ndreds and hu ndreds

made the jou rney he had as his com­ 
panion a little black portfolio “snu g­ 
ged” u nder his arm, the history of 
the nation has failed to record the 
fact.

The other cabinet members hav e 
no portfolios and there is something

Captain Roger Sterne, the father of 
the author of “Tristram Sharnly ,” was 
the original of Uncle Tob y . As captain 
of Chudleigh’s regiment of foot, 
a 
marching regiment ever on the move, 
Roger Sterne and his family tasted the 
most \aried military and domestic ex­ 
periences in Flanders, at G ib raltar and 
finally at Jam aica, where the old cam­ 
paigner died of “country fever.” 
A 
simple minded, good nutured, b ut shift­ 
less and rather peppery Irishman, Rog­ 
er b ore Ida disappointment b ravely and 
carried his load of deb t with a light 
heart. “My father,” say s Sterne, “was 
of a kindly , sweet disposition, void of 
all design and so innocent in his own 
intentions that he suspected no one. so 
that y ou m ight have cheated him ten 
times a day If nine had not b oon suffi­ 
cient for y our purpose.” Kuch a char­ 
acter and such a father supplied the 
germ from which the genius of the son 
developed his conception of one of the 
most perfect and delightful portraits in 
the gallery of English fiction.
